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PREFACE 


Pagan, erstwhile capital of Burma* (1044-1287), has more than once been likened to a 
resplendent jewel in its magical setting on a bend in the Ayeyawadi River which flows from 
the northern highlands of the country down to the Andaman Sea. 

The quality of permanence conferred on the site by the awesome presence of over 2000 
Buddhist monuments was shattered when a huge earthquake occurred on 8 July 1975. Few 
of the exquisite relics of that venerable past were left unscathed. 

The damage sustained was so appalling that the shock left the population of Myanmar 
initially with a sense of numbness and dismay. Yet, as might be expected of so creative a 
people, this feeling of distress was very soon overtaken by a proper concern for the recovery 
and reconstruction of what many regard as a pivotal emblem of national unity. The cultural 
and religious importance of Pagan for the population of Myanmar led the authorities to set up 
an advisory board of experts from a wide range of the nation’s departments and institutions 
including the Department of Archaeology, the Construction Corporation, the Yangon Institute 
of Technology and the Department of Religious Affairs. The Government allocated a special 
budget to the restoration work, and donations flowed in from grass-roots level throughout the 
country. Some of the most urgently needed equipment was provided in the form of supplies, 
photogrammetric records and funds, notably from the French, German and Japanese 
Governments. 

It was soon apparent that the task exceeded the possibilities and resources available in 
the country and the Government accordingly appealed to UNESCO for help. The Organization 
responded by sending a consultant architect-restorer, Mr Pierre Pichard, who is the author 
of the present work. Since 1980, three UNESCO projects, financed by UNDP, have 
contributed to the surveying, restoration and rehabilitation of the Pagan monuments. 
Operations began with the selection of a number of buildings as pilot projects for the 
identification of appropriate ways to brace these in the event of future earthquakes. In the 
same context, local teams were formed by the Department of Archaeology and were trained 
by UNESCO consultants. A programme of research for the preservation of stucco work, wall 
paintings and brickwork was also instituted and many outstanding works have been saved. 

There has long been a need for a comprehensive inventory of architectural riches on the 
site, and it was therefore decided to publish between 1992 and 1997 anine-volume collection 
of richly illustrated descriptions of the Pagan monuments. The high quality of this first volume, 
with its breadth of scope and exemplary attention to detail, will provide scholars and 
researchers now and in the future with an invaluable work of reference. 

My thanks are due to all those who have contributed to this work, and in particular to Mr 
Pierre Pichard, the Myanmar Department of Archaeology, the Ecole francaise d’Extréme 
Orient and UNDP. When completed, the nine volumes will stand as an admirable achievement 
of scholarship in the service of our common cultural heritage.

INTRODUCTION 


The need for an inventory of Pagan monuments has been sorely felt for a long time: already 
in the fifteenth century, according to chronicles, King Mohnyin of Ava ordered them to be 
counted and found their number to exceed 4,000. 

The archaeological site, where the capital of the first Myanmar kingdom was located from 
1044 to 1287 AD, is well known for having more than 2,000 Buddhist brick monuments 
scattered over it. All domestic buildings, from houses to palaces and monastic outbuildings, 
were built of wood and bamboo and no sign of them remains today. The archaeological area, 
measuring 13 km by 6 km, stretches along the left bank of the Ayeyawadi River which has 
always been Myanmar’s vital artery. Pagan itself, till recently a mere village amongst others, 
distinguished only by its moat and its brick city wall, is located on the bend where the 
Ayeyawadi River turns southwards again after flowing south-westwards from the upper 
country. 

Numerous books and articles have been published in Myanmar as well as in other 
countries on Pagan architecture, but until now all these studies have, understandably 
enough, limited their selection to the most famous and venerated monuments. Only a handful 
of them have been the subject of monographs : the Ananda Temple’, the Loka-hteik-pan 
Temple?, the Kubyauk-gyi Temples in Myinkaba® and in Wetkyi-in*. Old Burma-Early Pagan 
by G.H. Luce® is without doubt the most comprehensive study on Pagan but, as its title 
suggests, it deals only with the first half of the Pagan period and does not include the 
numerous monuments built after 1165 AD. The Pictorial Guide to Pagan® provides photographs 
of forty-seven monuments with a short note on each of them. A Research Guide to Pagan (in 
Myanmar), by U Bo Kay’, contains descriptions of more than one hundred monuments but 
without either plans or photographs. Lastly, the lavishly illustrated monograph on Pagan by 
Paul Strachan® describes seventy-five monuments. 

Articles on Pagan published in various magazines or scholarly bulletins usually feature

panoramic photographs of the site preceding historical or architectural descriptions of the 
principal monuments, and when they do include architectural drawings, these nearly always 
consist of already frequently published small-scale plans of Ananda or That-byin-nyu 
Temples. 

Photographs (the most complete collection of which is at the Department of Archaeology, 
Yangon) constitute the only surviving documentation on the actual shape and details of the 
buildings prior to the damage wrought by the earthquake of 8 July 1975. However, the existing 
collections are not complete, not having been systematically assembled, and once again give 
priority to the most important monuments. The case is similar in respect of architectural 
records and drawings: photogrammetric recording was carried out on 16 monuments by the 
French IGN (Institut géographique national), and further monuments have been surveyed 
each year since 1982 by the photogrammetric unit of Yangon Institute of Technology. Based 
on field surveys implemented between 1963 and 1976, a portfolio? published in 1986 includes 
an exhaustive record of the That-byin-nyu Temple (plan of each level, elevations, sections 
and details) and some drawings from fifteen other renowned monuments. 

These major monuments, however, are not as a rule the most significant. Because they 
have always been important places of worship and pilgrimage for the Myanmar people, with 
monks gathering and collecting public donations, they have also been regularly maintained 
and periodically renovated, except during periods of great disturbance (there are numerous 
inscriptions, from the thirteenth century to the present day, which celebrate the installation 
of a new image of Buddha, the fitting of a new finial on top of a monument, the repair of 
masonry following an earthquake, etc.), and occasionally altered and whitewashed. Whatever 
the importance of monuments such as Shwe-zigon or Ananda on the Pagan skyline, and in 
the study of epigraphy and iconography, it must be acknowledged that an immense number 
of secondary monuments, some of which are in fair condition and others more or less 
dilapidated, provide a more reliable archaeological record of the Pagan period. Yet, apart 
from a few exceptions, these ‘secondary’ monuments have never been studied, recorded or 
systematically photographed. 

Furthermore, a comparative study of all these monuments bears witness to the creativity 
of Myanmar architects. It has been said that no two monuments are identical in Pagan, and 
this is probably correct; the present inventory shows that the differences are not a matter of 
afew centimetres in size or slight variations in decorative patterns, but actually result in most 
cases from the genuine diversity of the architectural design. 

The chief distinction of the Pagan monuments traditionally lies between temples and 
stupas; temples have an accessible interior space, sometimes complex (entrance hall, 
ambulatory corridor, shrine, etc.), housing one or more images of the Buddha; stupas are 
solid monuments around which people can walk but which have no access to the interior. 
Concealed in the core of the masonry however are small cavities sheltering relics or precious 
consecrated objects ritually deposited at the time of construction: a stupa, therefore, is a

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reliquary. These stupas usually appear as bellshaped domes resting on receding terraces, 
sometimes accessible by exterior stairways and crowned by conical spires. 

Temples, whose central shape consists more or less of a cube topped by tiered terraces, 
are classically crowned by a square tower with a curved profile, which in Pagan is known as 
a sikhara, an analogy with the towers of Orissan temples. Even this distinction between 
temple and stupa is not always so evident. In the first place, numerous temples culminate in 
the dome and spire of a stupa rather than a sikhara and, as some stupas are erected ona 
cube-like masonry base (e.g. 38), the resulting external shape tends to be rather similar. 
Secondly, a stupa may have one or more niches sheltering images of the Buddha and, again, 
some temples built on a circular plan are very much like stupas save for the presence of one 
or several porches (e.g. 164). In this inventory, every monument with a defined accessible 
inner space, indicated from the outside by a porch, is classified as a temple. Inversely, 
monuments where niches, even if rather large in size with external pilasters and a pediment, 
are inaccessible to people are classified as stupas. This distinction is admittedly arbitrary and 
ambiguous in borderline cases (temples with independent shrines and without corridor, e.g. 
263, 1588), and does not take account of the specific Myanmar vocabulary which is quite 
abundant but too often imprecise. 

Among the temples and monasteries, well-known designs display either a central shrine 
under a cloister vault, or a central solid core surrounded by a barrel-vaulted corridor with a 
Buddha image in a niche on each side of the core. As previously noted the corridor may also 
surround a shrine rather than the solid core (e.g. 73) and the plan may be completed by 
entrance halls and porches on one or more sides. This /nventory will show, however, that 
these basic configurations can evolve into more varied designs as, for instance, in temples 
where the entrance hall is combined with the shrine and completed with a corridor (e.g. 37, 
298), temples on a circular plan around a square solid core (e.g. 1790), and so forth. 

The Inventory will promptly answer fundamental questions, for example: 


- How many monuments of specified type are there? Where precisely are they located? 
Are they contemporary or is there any evolution in their architectural and/or decorative 
features? 

- How many monuments feature a particular pattern of mural painting? Where are they 
located, etc.? 

- ls the design of a given monument the only one of its kind? Which monuments are built 
to a similar design, in which details are they similar and in which different? 


More generally, the /nventory will help to define a precise typology of the buildings, clarify 
their history and evolution, and provide a basis for a systematic survey of their decoration. 
With a view to the conservation of the Pagan monuments, it will provide for an objective 
assessmentoftheir relative importance, essential in marking out priorities for the implementation 
of conservation measures. Lastly, considering the seismic threat to Pagan, the need for an 
inventory is urgent and imperative. The present /nventory is one of the results of Unesco’s 
active participation in the conservation of the Myanmar cultural heritage, an involvement

triggered by the devastating earthquake of 8 July 1975. A seismotectonic investigation 
carried out under the direction of Professor M. Arsovski (IZIIS, Skopje, Yugoslavia) has 
assessed a high degree of potential seismicity in the Pagan region, with anticipated ground 
acceleration of 240, 300, 460 and 530 cm/sec/sec for return periods of, respectively, 50, 100, 
500 and 1000 years: the Pagan monuments are subject to permanent seismic hazard and 
the reinforcement methods proposed by the IZIIS team can only be implemented as a 
progressive process and on a limited number of monuments. In the event of an earthquake 
the Inventory will provide archival assistance for any restoration and will also be the only 
means of preserving at least the memory of the monuments in cases of total destruction. 


On two occasions, an official list of historic monuments has been published. In 1921, the 
Amended List of Ancient Monuments in Burma recorded 434 monuments all over the country, 
of which 67 are located in Pagan. The second, in Myanmar", was published in 1972 by the 
Department of Archaeology and recorded 378 monuments in Pagan out of about 680 for the 
whole country. 

In the Conservation Office at Pagan today there is a manuscript list of monuments giving 
a reference number for each structure together with a brief description (e.g. small stupa, 
ruined monastery, etc.) and its approximate location (south-east of such and such a village, 
north of a particular monument, etc.). These are scanty and often not specific and, in many 
cases, make it difficult or impossible to determine, in the field, which monument is being 
described. Furthermore there is no archaeological map of the area giving the location of all 
listed monuments. 

Moreover there are actually two lists, incorporating different numbering. The first one, 
known as the ‘old list’ was compiled in 1901 by U Pe and Taw Sein Ko and runs from no. 1 
(Shwe-zigon) to no. 1465 (Ananda). Later, numerous secondary structures, initially omitted, 
were included in this list with numbers referring to already listed monuments: for instance 
unlisted monuments were added as 217b and 217c because they are located around a 
monument already listed as no. 217, which then became 217a. The ‘newlist’ was then prepared 
using the same order as this enlarged ‘old list’ but with numbers from n° 1 (Shwe-zigon) to 
n° 2171 (Ananda); more monuments were later included when the list was checked and 
corrected by U Aung Kyaing after 1968. Since that time, additional monuments have been 
periodically added to the list which is in fact open-ended. 

Each monument is therefore officially referred to with two distinct numbers, the ‘old list 
number’, sometimes also called the ‘group number’ and the ‘new list number’. References in 
previous publications may be to either one of these or to both, and the same is true of the 
numbers inscribed on some monuments. 

The order and consequent numbering of the listed monuments is often illogical or

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irrelevant. Two monuments may be quite closely located and near one another in their dating 
but may be given quite different numbers; the numbering may be quite regular in one sector, 
only to jump to another area for a few monuments, and then return to the first sector. In spite 
of this we have chosen not to introduce yet a third numbering system, and the numbers given 
in the inventory are the ‘new list numbers’, with minor modifications when absolutely 
necessary. The ‘old list number’ is given in brackets for each monument to allow easier cross 
reference to previous publications. 


THE INVENTORY 


The field work was carried out during regular missions financed by the United Nations 
Development Programme (UNDP) from 1982 to 1991, using specially printed recording file 
cards. These provide a check-list for identifying the main features of the monuments as they 
appear in the Inventory : number, name if any, type, location, size, site characteristics and 
adescription of the plan, upper parts, construction, decoration and epigraphy. On the reverse 
of the file card was drawn the plan of the monument with its principal measurements and 
orientation, and references of photographs were noted. At the same time the precise location 
of each structure was plotted with the aid of aerial photographs on a map drawn to 1:10,000 
scale from an aerial photomosaic provided by the Survey Department of the Myanmar 
Government. — 

The volumes of the inventory devote a single page to small monuments, whilst the greater 
or specially complex ones are set out on two or more pages. 

For each monument the following data are given: 


Inventory number (with mention of the ‘old list number’). 


Name when applicable. The conventional English transcription of the Myanmar name, 
approximately phonetic, is given as it appears in most publications. The use of a scientific 
romanization, very far from the actual pronunciation, would have been useful only for 
Myanmar readers and specialists in this language, and for these it was felt preferable to 
repeat the name in Myanmar characters. 


Broad location by reference to a village, landmark or prominent monument. 


Coordinates. These refer to our 1:10,000 scale map of the site, on which a kilometric square 
grid has been traced. The grid is based upon Shwe-zigon Stupa, a monument easy to identify 
and conspicuous in the Pagan landscape and which bears the number 1 in both lists as well 
as in the Inventory . By convention, the north-south line set on Shwe-zigon has been given 
the quotation ofkm 10.000, and the corresponding east-west line km 50.000. The geographical 
coordinates of Shwe-zigon Stupa, as measured on the one inch to one mile map of Myanmar, 
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are 21° 11' 42" N (latitude) and 94° 53' 50" E (longitude). 
Short description, under the following headings: 


1 -General description : type of monument (stupa, temple, monastery, etc.) and a size 
classification according to the largest external dimension of the ground plan: 


small less than 12 metres 

medium from 12 to 25 metres 
large from 25 to 50 metres 
very large more than 50 metres 


- number of storeys. By storey is meant, for temple and monastery, an interior level 
accessible by one or more internal staircases and excluding blind corridors or rooms and 
tiered terraces. 

-when applicable, site features : boundary wall, gate, relationship with another monument. 
2 - Plan : major features (shrine, solid core, corridor, entrance hall, forepart, etc.) of each 
storey with their principal dimensions. 

3- Upper parts : number and shape of tiered terraces (from bottom to top), type of crowning 
(tower, dome, spire, etc.). 

4- Construction : main material (brick, stone), average size of bricks, type of vaulting, etc. 
5 - Present condition, and date of any previous repair. 

6 - Image (s) : number and type of principal Buddha images, in plastered brick masonry 
when not otherwise specified. 

7 - Decoration : stucco mouldings (mostly on outside), mural paintings inside, with main 
features and estimate of percentage of original decoration remaining. 

8 - Epigraphy : when applicable, references to stone inscriptions, note on ink captions or 
graffiti, dates provided by epigraphy. 

9 - References to earlier publications. 

10 - Construction period : estimated or given by epigraphy. 


Plan of main storeys. In case of accessible inside space (temples, monasteries, stupa 
niches), the plan is a horizontal section at the most critical level (usually that of the pilasters, 
just above the moulded base). The significant lines of the vaulting system are then given in 
dotted lines. For solid structures, the plan is drawn as an aerial projection, without section. 
Scale in metres and orientation are given. The plans are published to different scales 
according to the actual size of the monument: 


- small 1:100 
- medium 1:200 
- large 1:400 
- very large 1:500 or 1:1000 


This in fact enhances the small monuments, as the larger ones are drawn to ascale where 
few details can be shown. We feel that this is justified since the largest monuments are already 
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the best documented and because it is hoped that, in the future, they will be studied 
specifically through detailed monographs. In any case the global approach of our inventory 
prevented us giving all the details that would have been required for a thorough architectural 
analysis of these major monuments. 

Plans show the architectural design of the monuments and are mostly intended for 
comparative and typological purposes. The principal dimensions have been measured 
together with some details. The plans are thus fairly accurate but cannot compare with the 
precise and comprehensive survey required for a monograph. 


Some significant photographs. The photographs taken during the field work of the 
inventory obviously far outnumber those published here, and all can be used for purposes of 
conservation or research. 


This first volume of the Inventory of Monuments at Pagan, recording monuments 1 to 255, 
may be of slightly less significance than the volumes to come for the study of Pagan 
architecture per se. Since the order of the inventoried monuments follows the official lists, 
which begin in and around Nyaung U where building activity has been almost continuous from 
the eleventh century AD until now, a proportion of the monuments shown here, especially the 
numerous small temples and stupas, date from late periods, i.e. the seventeenth or 
eighteenth centuries AD and sometimes from the nineteenth century or beginning of the 
twentieth century, even if local tradition gives them a much more ancient origin. An 
appreciable number of these monuments may possibly date back to the Pagan period, but 
were later completely renovated or even reconstructed. We decided to continue with the 
official lists, as they will provide this Inventory with a first documentation on the architecture 
of the later centuries which were extremely creative ones in Myanmar, yet whose monuments 
were studied even less than the ones of the Pagan period. As a second step, it may one day 
be possible to undertake a similar inventory for the Ava, Amarapura, Sagaing and Mandalay 
region, which will usefully complete the initial records. 

Each volume of the /nventory will include a tabular index for the identification of monuments 
according to their major features, an alphabetical list of monuments with their inventory 
numbers, and maps (scale 1:10,000) of the relevant sector. 

The final volume will include a statistical analysis of the recorded data, thematic tables 
and maps, and an archaeological map of the whole area (of which a preliminary version at 
1:20,000 appeared in the Pagan Newsletter 1989).

INTRODUCTION 


Le besoin d’un inventaire des monuments de Pagan se fait sentir depuis longtemps. Le roi 
Mohnyin, qui régna a Ava de 1426 a 1438 AD n’y avait-il pas déja ordonné un recensement 
des monuments, dont le nombre aurait alors dépassé 4000 ? 

On sait que plus de 2000 monuments bouddhiques se trouvent encore aujourd’hui sur le 
site de Pagan, ou fut établie de 1044 a 1287 AD la capitale du premier grand royaume 
myanmarais. Seuls ces monuments étaient construits en brique, etl’architecture domestique 
de bois et de bambou - habitations, palais, dépendances des monastéres - a totalement 
disparu. La zone archéologique occupe, sur la rive gauche de l’Ayeyawadi qui fut toujours 
la grande voie de circulation du Myanmar, un espace de quelque 13 par 6 km. Pagan lui- 
méme, tout récemment encore un village parmi d’autres, mais protégé par son mur 
d’enceinte en briques entouré d’un fossé, se situe juste au coude ou le fleuve, qui vient du 
nord-est depuis le haut Myanmar, reprend son cours vers le sud. 

Plusieurs études ont été publiées, au Myanmar comme dans d’autres pays, sur les 
monuments de Pagan. Mais, par la force des choses, tous ces travaux ont dd faire une 
sélection parmi les trop nombreux monuments, et se sont en général portés sur les édifices 
les plus célébres et les plus vénérés. Ainsi, quelques tres rares monuments ont fait l'objet de 
monographies : le temple Ananda’, le temple Loka-hteik-pan?, les temples Kubyauk-gyi de 
Myinkaba’ et de Wetkyi-in*... Ace jour, l’ouvrage le plus précis reste Old Burma - Early Pagan 
par G.H.Luce®, qui décrit 62 monuments, souvent de fagon trés détaillée, et dont l’illustration 
groupe 43 plans et de tres nombreuses photographies, mais, comme l’indique son titre, il ne 
concerne que la premiere partie de l’époque de Pagan et ne traite pas des tres nombreux 
monuments construits aprés 1165 AD. Le Pictorial Guide to Pagan ®, plusieurs fois réédité 
parle Gouvernement de Myanmar, est|’ouvrage le plus diffusé, quiaccompagne d’une breve 
notice les photographies de 47 monuments. Un Guide archéologique de Pagan (en 
myanmarais), par U Bo Kay, décrit plus d’une centaine de monuments mais ne comporte ni 
plans ni photographies’. Enfin, lamonographie de Paul Strachan® sur |’architecture de Pagan

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accompagne d’une abondante illustration la description de 75 monuments. 

Les articles sur Pagan qui paraissent de temps a autre dans les revues donnent le plus 
souvent quelques photographies panoramiques du site avant de décrire a nouveau les 
monuments principaux, et lorsqu’ils en donnent les plans, il s’agit presque toujours de copies 
des dessins déja publiés de |'Ananda ou du That-byin-nyu. 

Les photographies (en particulier, a Yangon, la collection du Département d’archéologie) 
sont depuis le séisme du 8 juillet 1975 des documents irremplacables, les seuls qui montrent 
les monuments dans leur état antérieur a la catastrophe. Ces collections sont pourtant 
incompleétes, parce quelles n'ont pas été constituées systématiquement, et donnent encore 
une fois la préférence aux monuments les plus connus. li en est de méme pour les rares 
relevés architecturaux: le relevé photogrammeétrique de seize monuments a été réalisé par 
l'lGN (Institut geographique national, Paris) et de nouveaux monuments sont relevés chaque 
année, depuis 1982, par le service de photogrammeétrie du Yangon Institute of Technology. 
Un recueil de 67 planches? dessinées d’aprés les relevés des étudiants en architecture de 
cet institut présente la couverture compléte du That-byin-nyu (plan de chaque étage, 
élévations, coupes et détails) et quelques dessins d’aprés quinze autres monuments choisis 
parmi les plus célébres. 

Pourtant, ces monuments principaux ne sont pas, en regle générale, les plus significatifs. 
Parce qu’ils sont restés des lieux de dévotion et de pélerinage ils ont pratiquement de tous 
temps (al’exception de quelques périodes troublées) été frequentés par le clergé bouddhique, 
ontattiré les donations, ce qui signifie qu’ils ont été réguliérement entretenus (de nombreuses 
inscriptions peintes, du 13e siécle a nos jours, signalent I’érection de nouvelles statues, la 
mise en place d’uncouronnement neuf, une réparation apres un séisme, etc.), éventuellement 
transformés, périodiquement badigeonnés ala chaux. Sans nier|’importance de monuments 
comme |’Ananda ou le Shwe-zigon dans le paysage de Pagan, ni la richesse de leur 
iconographie ou de leur épigraphie, il faut souligner que nombre de monuments secondaires, 
certains en excellente condition, d’autres plus ou moins ruinés, apportent a l’archéologie et 
a l'étude architecturale de Pagan un témoignage plus authentique. Mais a quelques 
exceptions prés, ces monuments n’ont été ni étudiés ni relevés, ni méme photographiés. 

La comparaison de tous les monuments apporte en outre la preuve de leur grande 
diversité, et a plus d’un égard. On dit qu’il n’y a pas a Pagan deux édifices semblables. C’est 
probablement vrai, mais on pourra voir par cet inventaire que leurs différences ne tiennent 
pas a quelques centimétres de plus ou de moins dans leurs dimensions, a une légére 
variance de leur décor, mais a la variété de leur conception architecturale. 

La typologie classique des monuments de Pagan distingue en premier lieu les temples 
des stupa. Les temples ont un espace intérieur accessible, parfois complexe (vestibule(s) et 
couloir pourtournant, cella, etc.) qui abrite une ou plusieurs statues du Bouddha. Les stupa 
sont des monuments massifs, de magonnerie pleine, autour desquels on peut circuler mais 
oul’on ne pénétre pas; au centre de la maconnerie pourtant, et parfois sur plusieurs niveaux,

des cavités scellées ont été aménagées pour accueillir les reliques et les objets votifs ou 
précieux rituellement déposés lors de la construction: le stupa est un reliquaire. Ces stupa 
de Pagan sont souvent construits sur plusieurs terrasses en gradins, éventuellement 
accessibles par des escaliers extérieurs (ex. 1 Shwe-zigon), qui supportent le d6me en forme 
de cloche couronné d’une fléche conique annelée. 

Les temples, dont le corps d’édifice est souvent de forme sensiblement cubique et 
surmonté de terrasses en gradins, sont classiquement couronnés par la tour sur plan carré, 
de profil curviligne, appelée 4 Pagan sikhara pour son évidente parenté de forme avec les 
tours des temples de l’Orissa. Mais cette premiére distinction entre temple et stupa n’est pas 
toujours si nette: déja, le couronnement de tres nombreux temples prend la forme du d6me 
et de la fleche d’un stupa, et comme certains stupa sont posés sur un cube de maconnerie, 
leurs silhouettes extérieures deviennent tres proches (ex. 38). En outre, un stupa peut avoir 
une ou plusieurs niches abritant une statue du Bouddha. Enfin, certains temples de plan 
circulaire prennentle profil exact d’un stupa, al’exception d’un ou plusieurs porches et avant- 
corps (ex. 164). Dans cet inventaire il a été décidé de nommer temple tout monument dont 
entrée, clairement marquée a l’extérieur par un porche, s’élargit ensuite en un véritable 
espace intérieur. Inversement, on appelera stupa tout monument ou les niches, méme 
marquées a l’extérieur par des pilastres et un fronton, sont par leurs dimensions ou leur 
disposition impropres a l’accés habituel des personnes. Bien sir cette distinction reste 
arbitraire, imprécise dans quelques cas limites (temple a cella indépendante et sans couloir, 
ex, 263), et on peut lui reprocher de ne pas correspondre au vocabulaire myanmarais, tres 
riche mais parfois ambigu. 

Dans le plan des temples et des monastéres, on connait d’une part les édifices a cella 
centrale, généralement voitée en arc-de-cloitre, et d’autre part les monuments a noyau de 
maconnerie entouré d’un couloir vodté en berceau. On a aussi noté que le couloir peut 
entourer non plus un noyau mais une cella (ex. 73), et que des vestibules et des avant-corps 
peuvent s’ajouter a la composition. Mais cet inventaire montrera que ces disposition 
schématiques sont susceptibles de variations nombreuses, qu’il existe par exemple des 
temples ot le couloir pourtournant s’ajoute a un vaste hall d’entrée formant en partie cella 
(ex. 37, 298), qu’il existe des temples sur plan circulaire a noyau carré (ex. 1790), etc. 

La publication de l’inventaire doit permettre de répondre rapidement a des questions 
essentielles comme par exemple: 


- Combien y-a-t-il de monuments d’un type déterminé? Ou sont-ils situés? Sont-ils 
contemporains, peut-on déceler une évolution de leurs caractéristiques architecturales, 
y-a-t-il des formes de transition, etc.? 

- Dans combien de monuments trouve-t-on un theme particulier de peinture murale? Et 
ou sont-ils situés? 

- Le plan de tel monument est-il un exemple unique? Quels sont les monuments de plan 
comparable, quelles sont les similitudes et les differences? 


Plus généralement, ’inventaire estdonc un outil pour préciser la typologie des constructions, 
leur histoire et leur évolution, et pour étudier systématiquement leurs caractéristiques 
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constructives et décoratives. Pour les besoins de la conservation des monuments, l’inventaire 
permettra d’estimer en meilleure connaissance de causel’urgence etles priorités d’intervention. 

Enfin, la nécessité de cet inventaire devient impérative lorsque |’on tient compte de la 
menace séismique. L’élaboration de cet ouvrage a été rendue possible par la participation 
de l'UNESCO aux efforts de conservation du patrimoine culturel du Myanmar, participation 
qui a répondu aux dommages provoqués par le séisme du 8 juillet 1975. Une étude dirigée 
par le Professeur M. Arsowski (Institut de génie séismique et de séismologie appliquée - 
IZIIS, Skopje, Yougoslavie) a montré qu’il fallait s’attendre, dans la région de Pagan, a des 
accélérations du sol de l'ordre de 240, 300, 460 et 530 cm/sec/sec pour des périodes 
respectives de 50, 100, 500 et 1000 ans, ce qui représente un degré élevé de séismicité. Les 
monuments de Pagan sont donc en danger permanent, et les dispositifs de confortation 
antiséismique proposés par|'IZIIS ne pourront étre mis en oeuvre que trés progressivement, 
et sur un nombre de monuments qui restera limité. Dans ces conditions, la publication d’un 
inventaire exhaustif accompagné d’une documentation photographique systématique est un 
devoir absolu: ce sera, en cas de séisme, l’outil essentiel de toute restauration et c’est en 
outre la seule garantie de conserver au moins la mémoire de ces monuments en cas de 
destruction totale. 


Par deux fois, une liste officielle des monuments historiques du Myanmar a été publiée. La 
premiére, Amended List of Ancient Monuments in Burma, date de 1921 et mentionne 434 
monuments pour l'ensemble du pays, dont 67 sur le site de Pagan. La seconde, en 
myanmarais"®, fut publiée par le Département d’archéologie en 1972 et fait état de 378 
monuments a Pagan sur environ 680 pour tout le Myanmar. 

A ce jour, il existe aussi dans les bureaux de la Conservation de Pagan des listes de 
monuments manuscrites, qui attribuent un numéro d’ordre a chaque monument, en donnent 
une description tres sommaire ( par exemple: petit stupa, monastére ruiné, etc.) et une 
localisation approximative (au sud-ouest de tel village, au nord d’un autre monument, etc.). 
Ces indications sont trés insuffisantes, souvent ambigués, et il est difficile sur le terrain de 
déterminer exactement de quel monument il s’agit. D’autre part, on ne dispose pas de carte 
archéologique sur laquelle figureraient tous les monuments. 

De plus il existe deux listes, dont les numéros différent. L’une, dite la “vieille liste”, a été 
établie a partir de 1901 par U Pe et Taw Sein Ko. Elle va du n°1 (Shwe-zigon) au n°1465 
(Ananda). Par la suite, nombre de structures d’abord négligées y ont été introduites par 
référence a un monument proche déja catalogué: par exemple on numérote 217b et 217c 
deux structures supplémentaires parce qu’elles sont a proximité dumonument 217, quidevient 
alors 217a. A une date mal déterminée, la “nouvelle liste” a été compilée en gardant l’ordre

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de la “vieille liste” complétée, mais en numérotant a nouveau tous les monuments depuis. 1 
(Shwe-zigon) a 2171 (Ananda), puis des structures supplémentaires y ont été ajoutées 
lorsqu’elle a été vérifiée et corrigée par U Aung Kyaing a partir de 1968, et d’autres encore 
sont périodiquement inscrites en fin de celle-ci, qui reste donc ouverte. 

Chaque monument porte ainsi aujourd’hui le “vieux numéro” (appelé parfois “numéro de 
groupe”) et le “nouveau numéro”. Les numéros indiqués dans les publications sur Pagan 
peuvent étre I’un ou l'autre, parfois les deux, de méme que les numéros inscrits sur certains 
monuments. Enfin, le numérotage de ces listes manque de logique au point d’étre souvent 
incohérent; deux monuments tout proches et contemporains ont pu recevoir des numéros 
trés distants, le numérotage peut étre sensiblement continu dans un secteur et se poursuivre 
sur quelques monuments éloignés pour revenir dans le secteur initial... Pourtant, il a paru 
sage de ne pas introduire avec cet inventaire un troisieme systeme de numeérotation, et les 
numeéros adoptés ici sont ceux de la “nouvelle liste”, celui de la “vieille liste étant rappelé pour 
chaque monument afin de permettre une corrélation avec les références antérieures. 


FORME DE L’INVENTAIRE 


Des fiches de terrain ont été imprimées et utilisées pour noter les caractéristiques de chaque 
monument. Elles comportent au recto les rubriques essentielles qui seront reprises dans 
l'Inventaire : numéro, nom, type, emplacement, taille, implantation, caractéristiques du plan, 
des parties hautes de la construction et du décor, épigraphie, remarques particuliéres et 
références bibliographiques. Au verso, le plan du monument a été dessiné, ses dimensions 
principales mesurées et son orientation précisée, tandis qu’étaient notées les références des 
photographies prises simultanément. En méme temps, la situation exacte de chaque 
structure inventoriée était reportée, a l’aide de photos aériennes, sur un fond de carte au 1/ 
10 000 dressé a partir d’une photomosaique fournie par le Survey Department du 
Gouvernement du Myanmar. 

Le présent ouvrage peut ne consacrer qu’une page a un petit monument, mais les plus 
vastes ou les plus complexes sont traités en plusieurs pages. 

On donne pour chaque monument, classé numériquement : 


Le numéro d’inventaire, et le rappel du numéro de la “vieille liste”. 


Le nom, lorsque le monument en porte un. La transcription choisie est la transcription 
anglaise la plus courante, telle qu’elle apparait dans la plupart des publications, 
approximativement phonétique. L’usage d’une translittération plus scientifique aurait conduit 
a des formes trés éloignées de la prononciation courante et n’aurait été utile qu’aux lecteurs 
du Myanmar ou aux spécialistes de la langue; aussi a-t-il paru de loin préférable de donner 
le nom directement en caractéres myanmarais. 


La situation générale du monument par rapport a un village ou a un monument repére, et 
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surtout ses coordonnées. Celles-ci ont été établies sur notre carte au 1/10 000, par rapport 
a une grille kilométrique nord-sud et ouest-est calée sur le stupa de Shwe-zigon: c’est un 
monument bien repérable, visible de loin dans le panorama de Pagan, et qui porte sur les 
listes comme sur l’inventaire le numéro 1. Par convention, l’axe nord-sud passant par l’axe 
de ce stupa est noté 10,000 km et l’axe ouest-est 50,000 km. Pour information, les 
coordonnées géographiques du Shwe-zigon, mesurées sur la carte du Myanmar au 1/63 360 
(un pouce pour un mille) sont: 21° 11' 42" de latitude nord et 94° 53' 50" de longitude est. 


Une notice descriptive, rédigée en anglais selon une terminologie exposée au chapitre 
suivant, et établie selon ces rubriques: 


1 - Type de monument (stupa, temple, monastére, etc.) et classement par taille selon la 
plus grande dimension extérieure du rez-de-chaussée: 


petit moins de 12 metres 
moyen de 12 a 25 metres 
grand de 25 a 50 metres 


tres grand plus de 50 metres 


- nombre d’étages : sont comptés comme étages: pour les temples et les monastéres, les 
niveaux accessibles par un ou des escaliers intérieurs, al’exclusion des couloirs aveugles 
et non desservis, d’une part, des faux-étages de couverture (terrasses a gradins), d’autre 
part. 

-lecas échéant, une description des abords dumonument: présence d’un mur d’enceinte, 
de pavillon d’entrée, etc. 

2 - Plan: éléments majeurs (cella, noyau central, couloir, vestibule, avant-corps, etc) de 
chaque étage avec leurs dimensions principales. 

3 - Parties hautes: nombre et forme des terrasses (faux-étages) décrites de bas en haut, 
couronnement (déme ou tour, fléche, etc.). 

4 - Construction. matériau principal (briques, pierre), forme des votes, dimensions 
moyennes des briques, etc. 

5 - Etat actuel, et date des travaux de conservation. 

6 - Statue: nombre et type des principales statues du Bouddha, en macgonnerie de brique 
enduite, sauf indication contraire. 

7 - Décor. enduit sculpté a l’extérieur, peinture murale a l’intérieur. Motifs principaux, 
estimation du pourcentage du décor encore en place. 

8 - Epigraphie: présence et référence d’une inscription sur pierre, |egendes peintes, 
graffiti, dates mentionnées. 

9 - Références dans les publications antérieures. 

10- Période de construction (estimée, ou confirmée par I’épigraphie). 


Le plan de chaque niveau significatif du monument. Lorsqu’il existe un espace interne 
(temple, monasteére, niche de stupa) le plan est une coupe horizontale dessinée au niveau 
le plus favorable (en principe au-dessus de la base moulurée, c’est a dire au niveau des 
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pilastres). Les lignes principales du voitement sont indiquées par des tiretés. En cas de 
structure massive (stupa), le plan est dessiné en vue aérienne, sans partie coupée. Une 
échelle graphique est donnée, ainsi que l’orientation. 

Les plans sont publiés a des échelles différentes, compte tenu des dimensions du 
monument et des nécessités de mise en page: 


petits monuments : 1/100 
monuments moyens : 1/200 
grands monuments : 1/400 
trés grands monuments : 1/500 ou 1/1000 


Il est vrai que ce choix privilégie les petits monuments et que les principaux ne sont 
dessinés qu’a une échelle qui exclut|’indication des détails. Ceci se justifie par le fait que ces 
grands monuments, au demeurant peu nombreux, sont déjales mieux décrits et photographiés, 
et qu’il faut espérer qu’a plus ou moins long terme ils seront l'objet de monographies 
exhaustives. 

Ces plans indiquent la composition architecturale des monuments et permettent 
regroupements et comparaisons. Les dimensions essentielles ont toujours été mesurées 
ainsi que quelques éléments de deétail: ils sont donc raisonnablement précis, mais ne 
sauraient remplacer les relevés complets et détaillés d’une monographie architecturale. 


Un choix de photographies. Les photographies prises a l’occasion de cet inventaire sont 
évidemment plus nombreuses que celles qui sontici publiées, et toutes pourront étre utilisées 
selon les besoins de la conservation ou de la recherche. 


Ce premier volume de!’ inventaire des monuments de Pagan, oul’on trouverales monuments 
n° 1 a 255, est peut-étre moins significatif que les prochains volumes pour I’étude de 
Parchitecture de Pagan: suivant la numérotation des listes antérieures, il concerne le secteur 
de Nyaung U ou la construction a été pratiquement continue du 11e siécle a nos jours. De 
nombreux monuments répertoriés dans ce secteur, en particulier un grand nombre de petits 
temples et stupa, sont des structures d’époques tardives, souvent des 17e et 18e siécles, 
parfois du 19e ou du commencement de notre siécle. II est vrai que la tradition orale ou les 
chroniques leur attribuent une origine beaucoup plus ancienne, et il est effectivement 
possible que nombre d’entre eux datent de I’époque de Pagan mais aient été par la suite 
complétement rénovés, voire reconstruits. Ils auraient certes pu étre omis dans un /nventaire 
des monuments de Pagan, mais nous avons tenu a les conserver selon l’ordre des listes de 
la Conservation, pensant qu’ainsi cet inventaire constituera une premiére documentation sur 
ces périodes de création encore fertile, et dont la production est encore moins étudiée que 
celle de I’6poque de Pagan. Plus tard, peut-étre, un inventaire analogue pourra analyser les 
monuments de la région d’Ava, Amarapura, Sagaing et Mandalay, et compléter ces 
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premiéres données. 
Ontrouve en fin de chaque volume del inventaire un index tabulaire qui permet de repérer 


les monuments inventoriés selon leurs principales caractéristiques, une liste alphabétique 
des monuments avec leur numéro d’inventaire, et la carte au 1/10 000 du secteur étudié. 

Avec le dernier volume, on trouvera les premiéres conclusions tirées de l’ensemble de 
ce travail, une analyse statistique des données recueillies, des tables thématiques et la carte 
générale du site archéologique (qui a déja été publiée, mais réduite a l’échelle du 1/20 000, 
dans la Pagan Newsletter 1989).

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TABULAR INDEX 


The following is a tabular index of the monuments inventoried in the first volume, with their 
major features classified under eight headings. Monuments with specific features (mural 
paintings, for instance) can be pinpointed by looking in the relevant column, cross-checking if 
need be with other data (size, period of construction, etc.), and then returning to the pages of 
the inventory for further information. 

As a rule, a black spot @ in a column means the answer is positive and certain, while an 
open dot O means it is either doubtful or partly positive. No dot in any of the columns under a 
single heading means either that the question is irrelevant (e.g. number of storeys or shape 
of ground plan when the monument is a statue, shape of upper parts in the case of an 
underground monastery, etc.), or that it was not possible to give an answer (usually when the 
monument is an unexcavated ruin). 

Answers appear on a horizontal line after the monument's inventory number and name (if 
any). The following headings are provided: 


1 - Construction period, by century AD 
- a black spot means an epigraphically confirmed date. 
- an open dot means an estimated date, i.e. which is approximate and subject to revision. 
2 - Type: temple, stupa or monastery. Other applies to structures of a type rarely 
found in the inventory such as statues, Buddha's footprint, ordination hall, etc. An open dot in 
one of these columns indicates a tentative identification when the monument is ruined or 
dilapidated. Underground usually applies to monasteries and occasionally to a temple: in 
such cases there is another black dot in the relevant column (e.g. 171, 172). An open dot in 
the underground column means a half-buried structure (e.g. 65) or a structure partly 
underground (monument built partly along a cliff, e.g. 154). 
3 - Size: the four classes of the inventory are used here, the reference being to the 
largest dimension on the ground plan: 


small: less than 12 metres 
medium: 12 to 25 metres 
large: 25 to 50 metres 

very large: more than 50 metres. 


4 - Number of storeys: storey, pertaining to temples and monasteries, means an 
internal floor, accessible by one or more internal staircases, while roofs, tiered terraces, blind 
corridors, etc., are not counted as storeys. In stupas, receding terraces accessible by 
exterior stairways are taken here as being storeys. An open dot in these columns shows the 
number of storeys which, in the case of a ruined structure, can only be conjectural. 
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5 - Ground plan: this heading applies more specifically to temples and 
monasteries which have either the central shrine plan (e.g. 20, 147) or the solid core plan 
(e.g. 37, 51, 88). Solid core structures nearly always have an ambulatory corridor (e.g. 37, 
90 - exceptions being 263, 421), while central shrine structures may either be restricted to 
this shrine (e.g. 27, 54) or have an additional corridor around the walls of the shrine (e.g. 73, 
285). This distinction is shown in the index. For stupas, an open dot has been put in the solid 
core column, which means that the inside part of the stupa is generally unknown: it may be of 
solid masonry, possibly filled with earth or sand, and there may be concealed relic chambers, 
etc. 

The last two columns under the ground plan heading, entrance hall and porch, refer to the 
orientation of the entranceways to the monument. An entrance hail is separated from the 
shrine or corridor by a vaulted passage (see conventions and terminology 3.1, 3.2 and 3.3), 
and exists usually on one side (exceptions being 795, 2171) whose orientation (frequently 
east) appears on the index. A porch, opening into a forepart, may occur on one single side of 
the monument (e.g. 36), rarely on two sides (e.g.121). Monuments with several symmetry 
axes, and a porch on each side, are shown by the total number of their porches in the 
relevant column: 4 (e.g. 90), 5 (e.g. 51) or 8 (e.g. 67). Lastly, monuments with one entrance 
hail on the main entrance, combined with porches on other sides (e.g. 37, 135), can also be 
pin-pointed from these columns. 

6 - Upper parts: the distinction is between square tower and circular bellshape. 
The former is found only on temples, the latter is specifically the upper part of a stupa but 
crowns numerous temples as well. Any deviation from these two basic shapes is shown by a 
letter in the other column, added to the dot in the relevant column. Thus, a dot in the square 
tower column only means the classic Pagan tower on a square plan with curvilinear profile 
(sikhara, e.g. 135, 147); if this dot is coupled with the letter M in the other column, it 
indicates a pyramidal square tower with rectilinear edges, built on a few of the Pagan 
temples (e.g. 143) in remembrance of the Mahabodi Temple of Bodhgaya (India); if coupled 
with the letter P in the other column, it refers to the tiered tower on a square plan called 
Pyathat (e.g. 20, 27, 73) whose shape is an imitation of the timber tower of the same name 
which was the specific feature of most Myanmar timber monasteries until recent times. 
Likewise, a single dot in the bellshape column means the usual stupa dome of the Pagan 
period topped by a conical spire (e.g. 1, 136). When the letter S is added in the other column 
it means that the bellshape is crowned by a top masonry block, usually square in shape and 
often with mouldings, on those stupas which are commonly called Singhalese type in Pagan 
(e.g. 164, 187, 191). The dot in the belishape column together with the letter B in the other 
column refers to a bulbous stupa and, with the letter R in the other column, it means a shape 
of more recent period where the dome, dwarfed in its proportions, becomes merely a 
moulding of the very pointed spire (e.g. 49, 50). A dot alone in the other column indicates the 
flat roof of a monastery (e.g. 225) or some other fairly exceptional form. Lastly, an open dot 
in one column refers to a conjectural or reconstructed shape, or to a shape which, although 
previously mentioned, described or even photographed, has since been destroyed (e.g. 37), 
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and no dot at all in these three columns means, the question being relevant, that the upper 
parts of the building have collapsed completely. 

7 - Decoration: a black dot shows the presence of stucco moulding and mural 
painting. An open dot means either : that they were present but only traces of them remain; 
that the original decoration was very limited (for instance a few plain stucco mouldings 
without ornamentation); or again that the decoration is not contemporary with the building 
(for instance late paintings). The other two columns deal with ilfustrated plates, either in 
terracotta or in carved stone, and with glazing, in the form of these same illustrated plates 
(e.g. 1), glazed bricks (e.g. 377) or elements set into the plaster (e.g. 539). 

8 - Epigraphy: indicates whether any stone inscription, often giving the 
construction date of the building, is attached to the monument. An open dot denotes that the 
stone inscription has been found or is near the monument, but that its relationship with the 
building is uncertain. Painted inscription may refer to inscriptions painted on the interior walls 
or, more frequently, captions pertaining to the mural paintings. An open dot in this painted 
inscription column means that only traces exist at present, or that they 
are merely graffiti, possibly of a later period. 
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INDEX TABULAIRE 


On trouvera ci-aprés un index tabulaire des monuments décrits dans le présent volume, 
ou leurs caractéristiques principales sont classées selon huit rubriques qui permettent de 
déterminer quels monuments possédent un attribut donné (par exemple: des peintures 
murales), éventuellement croisé avec les attributs d'autres colonnes (taille, époque, 
etc.), puis de se reporter aux pages de I'/nventaire pour complément d'information. 

En régle générale, le point noir @ dans une colonne indique une réponse positive et 
certaine, le point blanc O une réponse douteuse, ou positive en partie seulement. 
L'absence de tout point dans les colonnes d'une méme rubrique signale une question 
sans objet (par exemple: le nombre d'étages ou la forme du plan dans le cas d'une sta- 
tue, la forme des parties hautes pour une structure souterraine, etc.), ou bien qu'il est 
impossible d'y repondre (monuments ruinés et non dégagés par exemple). 

La lecture se fait par ligne horizontale selon le numéro d'inventaire de chaque 
monument, éventuellement suivi de son nom. On trouve les rubriques suivantes: 

1 - Période de construction: par siécle AD. Un point noir signifie une date 
confirmée par l'épigraphie, un point blanc une date estimée, donc approximative et 
susceptible de révision. 

2 - Type: temple, stupa ou monastére. Autre indique une structure de type peu 
courant dans I'inventaire: statue, empreinte des pieds du Bouddha, salle d'ordination, 
etc. Le point blanc dans ces colonnes dénote une identification hypothétique dans le 
cas de structures tres ruinées. Souterrain s'applique le plus souvent 4 un monastere, 
plus rarement a un temple: on trouvera alors un autre point dans la colonne concernée 
(ex. 171, 172). Le point blanc dans la colonne souterrain signale une structure a demi 
enterrée (ex. 65), ou souterraine en partie seulement (monument construit a flanc de 
ravin, ex. 154). 

3 - Taille: on retrouve ici les quatre classes de I'inventaire selon la plus grande 
dimension du plan de rez-de-chaussée: 


petit moins de 12 métres 
moyen de 12 a 25 metres 
grand de 25 a 50 metres 
trés grand plus de 50 metres. 


4 - Nombre d'étages: pour les temples et monastéres on entend par étage 
un niveau intérieur accessible par un ou plusieurs escaliers. Ne sont donc pas comptés 
comme étages les terrasses ou faux-étages des parties hautes, ni les couloirs aveugles 
ménagés dans la magonnerie. Pour les stupa, on a assimilé a des étages les terrasses 
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accessibles par des escaliers extérieurs. Le point blanc signifie ici que le nombre 
d'étages indiqué est seulement probable (structure en ruine). 

5 - Plan du rez-de-chaussée: cette rubrique concerne surtout les temples 
et les monastéres, pour lesquels sont distingués les plans a cella centrale (ex. 20, 147) 
et a noyau plein (ex. 37, 51, 88). Les structures a noyau plein comportent en général un 
couloir pourtournant (ex. 37, 90 - exceptions: 263, 421), alors que les plans a cella 
centrale peuvent soit se réduire a cette seule cella et a ses accés (ex. 27, 54), soit com- 
porter un couloir pourtournant autour de la cella (ex. 73, 285). Cette distinction apparait 
dans l'index. Pour les stupa, un point blanc a été inscrit dans la colonne noyau plein, qui 
rappelle que l'on ne connait en général pas I'intérieur de ces monuments: est-il toujours 
de brique pleine, y-a-t-il parfois un bourrage de terre, de sable ou de cailloux, existe-t-il 
des vides inaccessibles (chambre aux reliques)? 

Les deux derniéres colonnes de cette rubrique, hail d'entrée et porche, rendent 
compte des accés au temple et de leur orientation. Le hall d'entrée, séparé de la cella ou 
du couloir par un passage vodté (voir Conventions et terminologie, 3.1, 3.2 et 3.3) 
n'existe généralement que sur un seul cdté (exceptions: 795, 2171) dont l'orientation 
est alors précisée dans I'index (I'est le plus souvent). Le porche, ouvert dans un avant- 
corps, peut n'apparaitre que sur une seule face (ex. 36), rarement sur deux faces (ex. 
237), plus souvent sur trois faces (ex. 121): les orientations de ces faces sont alors 
indiquées dans I'index. Dans le cas de monuments a plusieurs axes de symétrie et avec 
un porche sur chacune de leurs faces, seul les nombre total de ces porches est indiqué 
dans cette colonne: 4 (ex. 90), 5 (ex. 51) ou 8 (ex. 67). Enfin, plusieurs temples ont 
simultanément un hall d'entrée sur une direction, qui est alors celle de l'accés principal, et 
des avant-corps et porches sur toutes leurs faces (ex. 37, 135): cette composition est 
également repérable sur les tableaux. 

6 - Parties hautes: on distingue entre tour carrée et ddme en forme de 
cloche. En régle générale la tour couronne un temple, le déme est la forme caractéris- 
tique du stupa mais couronne aussi nombre de temples. Les variantes de ces formes ont 
été notées en ajoutant une lettre dans la colonne autre au point de la colonne considé- 
rée. Ainsi un point seul dans la colonne tour carrée signale la tour sur plan carré, aux 
arétes curvilignes, appelée a Pagan sikhara (ex. 135, 147); si ce point est accompagné 
de la lettre M dans la colonne autre, il indique une tour pyramidale sur plan carré, aux 
arétes rectilignes, construite sur quelques temples de Pagan a limitation de la silhouette 
en pyramide trés élancée du Mahabodi de Bodhgaya, en Inde (ex. 143); le point de la 
tour carrée doublé de la lettre P dans la colonne autre signale une tour carrée, a faux- 
étages, construite a I'imitation des tours de charpente de bois (dont la tradition s'est 
d'ailleurs maintenue jusqu'a nos jours dans les monastéres birmans), appelée pyathat 
(ex. 20, 27, 73). De méme, le point seul dans la colonne déme en forme de cloche se 
référe au déme de proportion classique 4 Pagan et surmonté d'une fléche conique (ex. 
1, 136). Doublé par la lettre S dans la colonne autre, il indique que le déme est cou- 
ronné par un massif de magonnerie aux arétes rectilignes, le plus souvent mouluré, dans 
un stupa dit 4a Pagan "a la singhalaise " (ex. 164, 187, 191). Accompagné par la lettre B 
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dans la colonne autre, il se référe a un stupa en forme de bulbe, et avec la lettre R il 
signale la forme d'inspiration récente ot le déme, plus petit et peu marqué sur le profil, 
n'apparait plus que comme une moulure bombée dans une fléche trés effilée (ex.

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FOREWORD 


This second volume of the /nventory of Monuments at Pagan deals with monuments 256 to 
552. Starting from Wetkyi-in, it goes down to Minnanthu and includes several well-known 
monuments such as the Wetkyi-in Kubyauk-gyi (298) and Kubyauk-nge (285), the Alopyi-gu- 
hpaya (374), the Le-myet-hna-hpaya (447) and its monastic complex in Minnanthu, the 
Hpaya-thon-zu treble temple (477-8-9) with its famous murals, and the Tayok-pyi-hpaya-gyi 
(539). 

The introduction, terminology and guide to tabular index need not be repeated from the first 
volume, as this second one closely follows the same systematic presentation. The only 
additions are that: 

- a specific remark has sometimes been included at the end of the notice of some 
monuments to point out a very distinctive feature or to relate the monument to other ones at 
Pagan; 

- the ornate waistband, usually with a dado above and an ogre-head frieze below, which 
runs around the bellshaped dome of numerous stupas and temples, is now noted, although 
it does not figure in the terminology; 

- a new symbol has been added in the tabular index to denote the presence of an 
encased stupa (see terminology, page 39 j) inside a larger and later one. It consists of the 
letter ‘s’ inside a circle © and appears in the solid core column.

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PREFACE 


Pagan, erstwhile capital of Burma* (1044-1287), has more than once been likened to a 
resplendent jewel in its magical setting on a bend in the Ayeyawadi River which flows from 
the northern highlands of the country down to the Andaman Sea. 

The quality of permanence conferred on the site by the awesome presence of over 2000 
Buddhist monuments was shattered when a huge earthquake occurred on 8 July 1975. Few 
of the exquisite relics of that venerable past were left unscathed. 

The damage sustained was so appalling that the shock left the population of Myanmar 
initially with a sense of numbness and dismay. Yet, as might be expected of so creative a 
people, this feeling of distress was very soon overtaken by a proper concern for the recovery 
and reconstruction of what many regard as a pivotal emblem of national unity. The cultural 
and religious importance of Pagan for the population of Myanmar led the authorities to set up 
an advisory board of experts from a wide range of the nation’s departments and institutions 
including the Department of Archaeology, the Construction Corporation, the Yangon Institute 
of Technology and the Department of Religious Affairs. The Government allocated a special 
budget to the restoration work, and donations flowed in from grass-roots level throughout the 
country. Some of the most urgently needed equipment was provided in the form of supplies, 
photogrammetric records and funds, notably from the French, German and Japanese 
Governments. 

It was soon apparent that the task exceeded the possibilities and resources available in 
the country and the Government accordingly appealed to UNESCO for help. The Organization 
responded by sending a consultant architect-restorer, Mr Pierre Pichard, who is the author 
of the present work. Since 1980, three UNESCO projects, financed by UNDP, have 
contributed to the surveying, restoration and rehabilitation of the Pagan monuments. 
Operations began with the selection of a number of buildings as pilot projects for the 
identification of appropriate ways to brace these in the event of future earthquakes. In the 
same context, local teams were formed by the Department of Archaeology and were trained 
by UNESCO consultants. A programme of research for the preservation of stucco work, wall 
paintings and brickwork was also instituted and many outstanding works have been saved. 

There has long been a need for a comprehensive inventory of architectural riches on the 
site, and it was therefore decided to publish between 1992 and 1997 anine-volume collection 
of richly illustrated descriptions of the Pagan monuments. The high quality of this first volume, 
with its breadth of scope and exemplary attention to detail, will provide scholars and 
researchers now and in the future with an invaluable work of reference. 

My thanks are due to all those who have contributed to this work, and in particular to Mr 
Pierre Pichard, the Myanmar Department of Archaeology, the Ecole francaise d’Extréme 
Orient and UNDP. When completed, the nine volumes will stand as an admirable achievement 
of scholarship in the service of our common cultural heritage.

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FOREWORD 


With this fourth volume, the indication of dates (generally mentioned in the epigraphy section) 
has been adjusted. The common abbreviation BE was used in previous volumes of the 
Inventory to denote the ‘Burmese Era’,which at all events should henceforth be written ME, 
i.e. Myanmar Era. However, this notation is misleading because BE is used in other 
South-Asian countries to mean the Buddha Era and because this so-called Burmese Era 
is generally rendered in mainland South East Asia by its Pali name, i. e. Culasakaraja (or 
Myan-ma-thet-kayit in Myanmar). 


From now on the following abbreviations will be used: 


- CS for the Culasakaraja Era (‘Burmese Era’): year 0 = 22 March 638 AD 
- MS for the Mahasakaraja Era (‘Sakka Era’): year 0 = 17 March 78 AD 

- BE for the Buddha Era: year 0 = 11 March 545 BC 

- AD for Anno Domini (Christian Era). 


The present volume completes the survey of the southern part of the Pagan archaeologi- 
cal area. It includes the large and pentagonal 947 Dhamma-yazika stupa, a royal foundation 
from the very end of the12th century AD, surrounded in the following century by numerous 
temples and monasteries. Unfortunately, most of them are now in a ruinous condition. The 
13th century AD also saw the foundation nearby of the Hsutaung-pyi monastic complex, 
completed in the 14th century by the construction of the 918 Thisa-wadi three-storey temple. 
The inventory then proceeds towards the river, via the famous 987 Sitana-gyi and 1023 
Loka-nanda stupas, and turns northwards along the river bank. This fourth volume ends with 
monument 1136 in the Tamani area which comprises an informal group of monasteries, 
temples and stupas. 


Between Thiripyitsaya village and the Tamani group now lies Pagan Myo-thit, where the 
population evicted from the walled city of Pagan in 1990 had to rebuild their houses. As can 
be seen from the map at the end of the volume, the new city has in fact absorbed several 
listed monuments.

FOREWORD 


Starting in the Tamani area, the present volume proceeds northward along the river 
bank, in a sector studded with some of the oldest monuments of Pagan: temples 1192 
Naga-yon-hpaya and 1202 Abe-ya-dana-hpaya, both from the end of the 11th century 
AD, stupa 1145 So-min-gyi-hpaya and monastery 1147 So-min-gyi-ok-kyaung. Reaching 
the present village of Myinkaba, the inventory records unique monuments such as 1239 
Nan-hpaya and 1240 Ma-nu-ha-hpaya as well as the 1323 Kubyauk-gyi Temple, built in 
1113 AD, where the most comprehensive Pagan corpus of mural paintings has recently 
been cleaned and afforded protection by a team of Myanmar restorers under the guidan- 
ce of UNESCO consultants. 

North of Myinkaba and so close to the river that half of it has been destroyed by the 
erosion of the bank is the puzzling stupa 1339 Paung-ku-hpaya where Pyu structures 
and decoration have been unearthed. This is followed by a dense group of monuments 
around monastery 1371 and the 1391 Kubyauk-nge Temple, and the volume ends with 
the great 1439 Mingala-zedi Stupa, the last large monument built under royal patronage 
at Pagan a few years before the fall of the city.

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FOREWORD 


Progressing northwards along the river bank, the Inventory now focuses on the very 
heart of the Pagan area. Several important temples such as 1467 Loka-ok-shaung, 
1471 Thein-maziand 1486 Gu-taw-thit-hpaya are followed by exceptional monuments 
such as temple 1512 Mye-bon-tha-hpaya-hla, stupa 1568 Shwe-hsan-daw and image 
house 1570 Shin-bin-thalyaung, before entering the inner Pagan city, enclosed by its 
rampart and moat, where 99 monuments are listed. 


The Inventory records such famous and highly venerated monuments as temples 
1589 Shwe-gu-gyi, built in 1131 AD in less than eight months, 1597 That-byin-nyu, the 
highest temple in Pagan, 1600 Nat-hlaung-kyaung, the only indisputably non-Buddhist 
monument in Pagan and probably one of its oldest temples, 1605 Patho-hta-mya, 
1622 Gawdaw-palin, or 1670 Maha-bodhi-hpaya, a fascinating replica of the 
Bodhgaya temple in India. 


Moving away from the city, the present volume proceeds eastwards and concludes 
with a large group of structures, mostly ruined, inside the enclosed She-nan-yin-taw 
monastic complex.

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FOREWORD 


The publishers apologize for the delayed publication of this seventh volume, due to 
financial constraints. Though it has been ready for the press since 1996, it is only 
now that contributions from three different French institutions allow its printing. The 


eighth and last volume is expected to follow in 2000. 


The present volume records 328 monuments located east of the Pagan walled 
city, a densely built-up area. There are few outstanding landmarks, with the notable 
exception of 1812 Hti-lo-min-lo. However some remarkable temples are presented 
here, such as 1831 Eim-ya-kyaung nga-myet-hna, the Min-o-chan-ta group of 
stupas (1924 to 1930), or the circular temples 1790 and 1885. 


Of special interest is the group called Hpaya-nga-zu (the five temples). These five 
small temples are rather similar in size and plan, and their fine mural paintings also 
belong to a common style. Their upper parts however differ, as two of them (1843 and 
1845) are crowned by a square tower and the three others (1844, 1846 and 1847) bya 
bellshaped dome. This shows clearly that the shape of these upper parts was considered 
as optional, and could be used to diversify the monuments. At less than 300m distance, 
another smalltemple, 1890, confirms this assumption: encased in its square tower, badly 
cracked and partly destroyed, a former dome may still be discerned, being the original 
shape of the upper parts. 


Moreover, the Hpaya-nga-zu group is exceptional for the spatial relationship created 
by its five buildings, which face each other around a small, intimate open area. It is one 


of the very few sites in Pagan where the urban design of a living city may still be felt.

FOREWORD 


This eighth and last volume concludes the present Inventory of Monuments at Pagan. It 
focuses on an important area east of Pagan, around the Ananda temple which is 
probably the most famous monument of the whole site. The “old list” of 1901 ended 
precisely at this temple with the number 1465, while its “new list number”, 2171, has been 


maintained in the present inventory (see Introduction to Volume 1). 


Numerous additional structures have been constantly added to this list, firstly up to 
2217 Tuyin-taung-zedi, on the main peak of the south-east hill range, and finally the 
present inventory has been extended to No. 2834, although most of the numbers after 2217 
refer to totally ruined buildings, only noticeable as brick mounds of various sizes scattered 
throughout the site. With a few exceptions, the present volume does not illustrate them nor 
include them in the tabular index, but indicates only the location and a brief description of 
each. As the Department of Archaeology has cleared a large number of these ruined 
structures since 1995 (that is, after the fieldwork of the Inventory was completed), many of 
those described here as “unexcavated mounds” can now be identified from the shape of 
their foundations and should in the future be referred to as “ruined temples’, “ruined stupas” 


or “ruined monasteries”. 


Annexed to the present volume are a comprehensive map of the site at a scale of 
1:20,000, a list of corrections and additions to the previous volumes, and a correlation chart 
between the present inventory numbers and the monuments indexed by G.H. Luce in Old 


Burma-Early Pagan (Ascona and Locust Valley, Artibus Asiae, 1969).
